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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The examiner acknowledges the receipt of the amendment filed April 29, 201 0. 
Claims 2-11, 13, 14, 16, 18, 22-49 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 12, 15, 17, 19-21 are 
pending. 

2. In view of the terminal disclaimer filed April, 29, 201 0, the rejection of claims 1 , 7- 
1 0, 1 2, 1 5, 1 7, 1 9-21 , 49 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-38 of U.S. Patent No. 6,271,325 in view 
Ewen et al. (US 4,530,914), is withdrawn. 

3. In view of the declaration filed April 29, 201 0, the rejection of claims 1 , 7-1 0, 1 2, 
15, 17, 19-21 , 49 as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 U.S.C. 
251, is withdrawn. 

4. In view of the amendment and argument filed April 29, 201 0, the rejection of 
claims 1, 7-10, 12, 15, 17, 19-21, 49 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
McConville et al. (US 6,271 ,325), in view of Ewen et al. (US 4,530,914), is withdrawn. 
Further, the rejection of claims 1, 7-10, 12, 15, 17, 19-21, 49 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Matsunaga (US 6,294,495) in view of Ewen et al. (US 
4,530,914), is withdrawn.
